PETITIONS FLOWING IN FREELY 


WasHINGTON, July 28.—[Special.}—‘‘As 
soon as the tariff bill, the appropriation 
bills and the election bill have passed, 
congress will undoubtedly adjourn promptly.”’ 

This significant sentence was spoken on 
the floor of the senate this morning by 
Senator Ingallg, on arguing for two hours 
each day to be devoted to. bills on the 
calendar. 

This was the first public utterance of 
Senator Ingalls’sin regard to the force bill, 
it shows where he stands. It was 
during the course of the day’s 
debate in the senate’ by a remark from 
Senator Frye, of Maine, in which he said 
that since the method of stopping debate 
was ended in the senate, he believed the 
previous question was a necessity. 

Thus it was developed that Ingalls be 
dieved an election bill should be passed, 
and Frye believed that the majority had the 
right to limitdebate and demand the previous 
question whenever desired. All of which goes 
to show that a force bit] will pass the senate, 
and that it will be rushed through by changing 
the rules in order to limit debate, and have a 
final vote when the repablican majority sees fit 
to call it. 

HE TALKS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

Shortly after Senator Ingalls made the above 
statement on the floor of the senate, I had a 
talk with him in the lobby. 

“So the senate has decided to pass the force 
dill, and you are for it?”’ 

“Practically,” replied the Kansan. ‘Flow- 
éyver, not exactly as you putit. Idid not say 
after the senate had passed the tariff, appro- 
priation and election Jaw bills, congress would 
undoubtedly adjourn without considering other 
amatters. However, I did not say after the 
house election law bill had passed. The 
senate will not pass that bill. It is too prolix, 
too burdensome and too expensive. It is 
not at all satisfactory to the senators. I 
should favor a moderate, simple and just 
law that would apply to all seetions of the 
country alike, but not one that seeks to 
place one race above another, 80 as to ap- 
ply te one section and not to another. We 
all, irrespective of party or section, recog- 
nize that there are abuses of the ballot in 
the north as well as the south.” 

“But you believe ‘particularly in 
éouth ?” 

“No, I do not. We know the ballot is 
Abused ‘in many sections of the country, 
both north and south. I think all fair- 
minded men will want these abuses rem- 
edied. I think the people of this country 
are agreed that we should pass a moderate 
and conservative bill, that will apply alike 
to all sections of the country.” 

While Senator Ingalls is personally opposed 
to making any changes in the senate rules 
calculated to gag debate, he is sufficiently 
a partisan to enforee such rules if decreed 
by a republican caucus. 

Thus there is no longer any donbt of the 
disposition of the force bill. The senate 
will pass it before this session adjourns. 
It will still be the house bill, but neither 
Cabot Lodge nor Tom Reed will recognize 
it after it has passed the senate. 

THE NEW BILL. 

The features which specially tickled the 
two New Exgiand. partisans have been 
thrown out, and the bill has been reduced 
from a cumbersome doeument of seventy- 
two pages to one-third its former length. 
From it has been stricken out the clanse 
providing for troops at the polls. It has 
also been so changed as to allow circuit 
court judges to use their own discretion 
about accepting the supervisors of elec- 
tions named by the chief  supervi- 
sor, so that the judges may appoint 
others, if they think it advisable. It also 
strikes out that portion of the house bill 
providing supervisors to make a house to 
house canvas to learn if the registered 
voters are really residents of the city or 
county in which registered. Indeed, it will 
strike out many of the objectionable feat- 
ures of the House Bill, but retain the most 
objectionable, which provides for a federal 
returning board, a certificate of election 
from which shall be accepted by the clerk 
of the house of representatives in prefer- 
ence to the certificate ef the governor and 
secretary of the state. This returning board 
has no restrietion upon it. Any one whose 
election this board eertifies to must be

house itself can then decide by vote who is 
entitled to the seat, but the man who is 
first seated will have a vote in organizing 
the house, and with the republican party 
in power, of course he will not be 


_ unseated. 


WILL BE MADE GENERAL. 

The senate bill, as Senator Ligalls says, 
will, however, provide for the applicaticn 
of the provisions of the bill in every con- 
gressional district -north and south alike. 
The toning down of the bill by the senate 
is, in a great measure, due to the agitation 
‘of the question by Tue Cownstirutron, 
which has aroused the business interests of 
the north and south alike, to a realization 
of the situation, and which has caused the 
deading thinking men of all sections. of the 
sountry to protest against the yassage of a 
force mersure. 
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opposing the bill has been felt in the halls 
of congress. Petitions against the 
bil have come from everywhere, 
mid while the republican party has be- 
come so thoroughly committed to an élec- 
tion law that they are compelled to pass 
one, the senate will make it very mild 
compared with the house bill. 

Still, it will be partisan to the ‘gore. 
What the house will do with the substi- 
tute Bill which will pass the senate, no 
one can yet tell, but it is quite certain 
that Reéd Will not be satisfied with it, 
and will appoint a house conterence com- 
mittee that will insist upon the provisions 
of the house Dill. 

The senate caueus tovight will probably 
dec'de upon the exact bill that will pass, 
and the methods of passing it. 

A QUEER TRANSACTION. 

The alliance is not only playing havoc with 
the present members of congress from Goor- 
gta, batitis getting in its work in all the 
southern States alike. Tlovevér, in Missis- 
sippi, it is aggressive even more so than in 
Georgia. It has Judge Morgan, of that state, 
on the run, so to speak, and he has gotten into 
the alliance to save himself. 

The chances are, however, that his methods 
in getting in will defeat him. It has cer- 
tainly injured him in the estimation of his 
fellow-mempbers here. Indeed, he has been 
guilty of a piecé of political cowardice to re- 
tain his seat, for which he will not soon be 
forgiven. Most of the southern men have 
preterred to go down in defeat rather than en- 
dorse the subtreasury bill. Judge Morgan, 
however, to become a full-fledged alliance- 
man and retain his seat, reeently went to Mis- 
sissippi and applied to the charieery court, 
under its equity powers, to annul 
his license as a lawyer, and practically 
expel him from practicing before the courts of 
Mississippi, in order that he might be eligible 
to membership in the ailiance. The judge to 
whom he applied issued the desired order. 

Judge Morgan joined the alliance, and is 
now attempting to ride into congress again on 
the backs of the alliance, but as there is 
another allianceman opposing him who has 
shown up Judge Morgan’s trick, it is probable 
he will walk the plank. 

A half dozen members who were discussing 
the matter at the Metropolitan this evening 
were agreed that if Judge Morgan was realiy 
guilty of such practices, ahd they hadit from 
good authority that he was, no one would shed 
a tearat his departure. Now, however, as he 
cannot practice law any more, the question is 
what he will do. He ean’t farm and hecan’t 
Taw; perhaps he can chop wood. 

SENATOR VEST’S SPEECH. 

Senator Vest, in a magnificent speech on the 
tariff bill today, made the most startling and 
effective exhibit of the results of the present 
protective system that has been made since 
the year 1888. 

He produced original copies of the ‘‘export 
Editions” of the mailsandfexportand mining 
journals published in Spanish, which he pro- 
cured from Buenos Ayres and Argentine Re- 


public. Those journals give the discount price . 


to foreign customers on all kinds of protected 
machines and implements, plows, cultivaters, 
hay tedders, table cutlery, electric appliances, 
blacksmiths tools, etc., the discount given rang- 
ing from ten to one hundred and twenty per 
cent. It has been’ claimed here- 
tofore, in answer to random 
statements, that the implements shipped 
abroad were refuse material, which had ceased 
to be marketable here on account of new pat- 
ents, designs, etc. But Senator Vest showed 
from the photogravures of the ma- 
chines in those export exditions that 
they were identical with the machines adver- 
tised in the ‘‘Domestic Editions” of these jour- 
nais. In fact, the plates were favsimiles. 
Senator Vest from these journals proved 
conclusively that the protected manufacturers 
pretend they need protection from foreign ‘com- 
petition, while they systematically plun- 
der American consumers by sell- 
ing the wares abroad. They have 
even demanded and received, in the McKinley 
bill, higher duties in order to more exclusively 
control the “home market,’’ and charged do- 
meéstic consumers from 20 to 120 per cent more 
than they charge the foreigners in the open 
markets of the world. Senator Vest charac- 
terized it as “‘pure, simple, naked robbery.” 
The republican senators were thrown into con- 
fusion by Senator Vest’s presentation, but be- 
yond a little quibbie they made no attempt to 
reply to = him. Indeed, the republican 
senators are letting the defense of the tariff 
bill go by default. They seem to realize that 
it cannot be defended, and are making no ef- 
fort to meet the arguments advanced on the 
other side. m E. W. B. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


The Election Bill Not Discussed—The Policy 
Adopted. 

WaAsHINGtTON, July 28.—The republican 
senatorial ecaneus tonight was attended by 
about thirty members. Mr. Sherman presided 
and was made tle official medium of commn- 
nication to the press. His statement was that 
the cancus had determined to fix the hour of 
meeting of the senate after tomorrow and 
until further ordered at 10 o’clock, and 
will continue the session as long as 
possible, no hour for adjournment being fixed, 
the tariff bill alone to be considered for several 
days and then displaced for a time, at least, by 
the river and harbor bill. 

WILL TRY TO TIRE THE DEMOCRATS. 

From senators it was learned that the object 
of this policy is to endeavor to force the dem- 
ocrats to show their purpose toward the bill, 
whether or notitisto be one of delay. The 
republicans hope by this movement to tire out 
the democrats, who are to be left to do all the 
talking, except when it is considered necessary 
to answer some point made in a speech on that 
side. 

The only other measures to be considered 
are the appropriation bills The river and 
harbor bill 
this week, Should Senator Frye, chairman of 
the committee on commerce, who will be in 
charge of the measure, consider that it is best 
to doso. Thesame policy will be observed 
with respect to that bill as towards the 
tariff bill—the democrats will be  per- 
‘mitted to do most of the talking. 

The bill to transfer the revenue marine 
from the treasury to the navy department, 
which has occupied the morning hour for sav- 
eral days past, under the arfitigement agreed 
upon tonigné, will be postponed until after the 
tnriff bill is out of the way. 

THE ELECTION BILL NOT DISCUSSED. 

According to all reports, the election bill, 
as prepared by the committee on privileges 
and elections, was discussed only incidentally. 
Messrs. Hoar and Spooner, it is said, spoke of 
the necessity of taking action on that subject, 
but nothing was done. In all that was said by

The tariff bill was then taken up, and Mr.

Advocates of high tariff taxation, -he said, 
were confronted by a great peril. For years, 
the farmers had been told that a home market 
was all they needed, and that a foreign market 
was a bagatelle, almost worthless. Nowa 
great change had come. The depression: 
in agricultural interests and emphatic demands, 
of the farmers for something besides lying 
statistics and frothy declamation, had cause 
President Harrison and Mr. Blaine to urge 
upon congress legislation for subsidies to 
steamships and for reciprocity treaties. with 
South American states in order to obtain a 
foreign mafket for American products.

THE TWO DAYS’ FIGHTING. 
LONDON, July 29.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing from Buenos Ayres, dated July 27th,

Fighting began yesterday at dawn and 
ceased at dark, both sides maintaining their 
Celman’s police and cavalry suf- 
fered terribly in attacking the Civieas and 
troops. The provisionals were intrenched in 
the artillery barracks, The city during the 
night was like a city of the dead, but behind 


' their shutters citizens were on the alert, armed 


with rifles. After nightfall the Civicas ad- 
vanced two blocks. 

The provisionals reopened a heavy artillery 
fire at dawn today on the troops under Presi- 
dént Pellegrini. A terrible mistake occurred 
during the fighting. The eleventh regiment 
suddenly turning in favor of the provisional 
government, approached the artillery, and be- 
fore they could n their friendly intentions 
known to the insprgents, they were mown 
down within the narrow streets. 

CELMAN RECEIVING REINFORCEMENTS. 
4p.m.—The war ships have ceased bom- 
barding. Bulletins announce that the revo- 
lution has triumphed. It is certain that the 
provisionais up to the present have got the 
best of the fighting, Armistice negotiations 
continue at the government house.

The Alabama Commission Taking in the

MonTGomery, {Ala., July 28.—[Special.J— 
The Alabama railread commission is on a tour 
of inspection over the railreads of the state 
today, and tomorrow will be devoted to the 
the Alabama Great Southern. On Wednes- 
day a portion of the Memphis and Charleston, 
and all of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis in Alabama will be inspected, and 
on Thursday the inspection of the Memphis 
and Charleston will be completed.

Several of the Excursionists Drowndd, 
While Others Are Missing—Cause 
of the Accident. 


BALtmmMore, Md., July 23.—The steanier 


Virginia, of the Old Bay line, which left Bal- 


timore at 7 o’clock this evening for Norfolk, 
Va., on her regular trip, was in a collision 
with the steamer Louise, on her way to Balti- 
more from Tolchester beach on Chesapeake 
bay, with 1,500 excursionists. The collision 
occurred at 8:11 o’clock p. m., off Fort Carroll, 
about five miles from Baltimore. It is éaid 
that the collision resulted from the 
efforts of the steamers to avoid »@ 
schooner in tow of a tugboat. The 
weather was thick and rainy. The Virginia 
struck the Louise on the starboard side aft of 
the wheel, cutting away the outer wood work, 
and crashing into the saloon. The Virginia’s 
stern was badly twisted and her bow stove. 
Many excursienists are missing. Three bodies 
had been recovered up to 11 o'clock. It is sup- 
posed ethers have been lost.. The steamers 
came to Baltimore under their own steam. 
CAPTAIN BOHANNON’S STORY. 

Captain Bohannon, of the Virginia, de- 
scribes the aceident as having been caused by 
his efforts to clear a schooner under sail bound 
up. When the steamer came in view behind 
the schooner the Virginia’s engines were fee 
versed and her headway was nearly killed, 
when the steamers came in collision.

WRITES A LONG LETTER TO HIS 
CONSTITUENTS, 


the Subtreasury Bill, and Discusses 
the Farmers’ Grievances at Length. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 28.—[Special.]—Colo- 
ne] Lester furnishei The Times today with a 
copy of a letter explaining his views on the 
public questions agitated by the alliance 
leaders. 

The letter isin reply toone from Captain 
John R. Cooper, manager of the Alliance ex- 
change here. 

Of the subtreasury bill he says: ‘The in- 
tention of that mea-ure namely, relief and 
assistance, is good and proper,and Iam in 
sympathy with its purpose. The objections to 
it in its present shape are serious, and I fear it 
would not serve its intended purpose.”’ 

Colonel Lester proceeds to analyze the bill, 
and after pointing out several waysin which 
the measure would react on the farmer through 
speculators and negro warehousemen, says 
that ‘there may be a possibility of so amend- 
ing or changing the bill as to make 
it available, so as to carry’ out 
the general idea and purpose of it, 
and should this be done it has no heartier sup- 
porter than I am.”’ 

Colonel Lester advocates free coinage of 
silver, the repeal of the present national bank- 
ing laws, a reduction of the tariff and a bank- 
ing law which would permit national banks 
to loan money on land. His friends are con- 
fident of carrying the district. An alliance- 
man was showing a letter from Washington 
today, in which was the announcement, “We 
propose to turn the whole gang of Georgia 
congressmen out and put in a new lot.’’

It Is Regarded as the Best Known For 
Years. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., July 28.—[Special.]— 
The crop outlook through this section is the 
best that has been known in years. From 
every quarter comes the tale of plenty and 
farmers are jubilant at the prospects. Corn, 
generally, is ‘as good as last year, though, in 
some localities, extending over small areas it 
does not show up quite so well. Cotton is 
splendid, and every farmer approached on that 
subject replies that ‘“‘without a backset the 
crop will be the best that has been planted in 
years.’”’ Your correspondent has given con- 
siderable time to the outlook, with a view of 
making an accurate statement, and finds 
nothing but good promises from every quarter. 
The rains have fallen frequently and the 
seasons have been almost perfect. There isa 
strange feature about the yaipfall, however 
and that is, there are small streaks of lan 
where the rains have not touched. In this 
and adjoining counties there are streaks rang- 
ing in breadth of probably a mile where the 
rains have not fallen at all, while places 
within a few hundred yards have been fre- 
quently visited with refreshing showers. ‘The 
places, though, where the drougths have oc- 
curred are comparatively so small that they 
will not affect the general oytlook, 
and even in them a very good 
yield will be harvested. The reports that were 
sent out from here to the effect that the rivers 
and creeks were playing such havoc with the 
crops areallamyth. The river, though up prob- 
ably six feet, has not been out of its banks, and 
itis extremely doubtful if there is a patch in 
middle Georgia that has suffered from that 
cause. The outlook is good, the ee are 
cheerful, andif the future does not bring a 
backset, the yield of 1890 will make indepen- 
dent almost every farmerin Baldwin county.

Hon, William L. Scruggs, United States 
mrimster to Venezuela, fs at home spending a 
two months’ vacation. ~—  : 

He reached Atlanta Sunday night, alter 
being ten days out from Caracas, the capital 
of Venezuela, and the séat of the legation. — 

Colonel Scruggs has a-wide circle of friends 
in Atlanta and throughout the state, and they 
will be glad to have him among them again. 

It has been something over a year since Col- 
_onel Scruggs left Atlanta with his family for 
his post in Seuth America. His family pre- 
ceded him in his return several months, on 
account of their health. 

The term which Colonel Scruggs is. now 
serving as minister to Venezuela makes the 
third time he has been appointed to represent 
the United States government in the South 
American republics. ® 

He was minister to Columbia under Presi- 
dents Grant and Arthur, with his residence at 
Bogota, and was also sent to China by Presi- 
dent Hayes. He has had wide diplomatic ex- 
perience, and is regarded as one of the most 
capable men in the foreign diplomatic service. 

Colonel Scruggs was seen by a reporter at his 
beautiful home. on Windsor street, yester- 
day. In appearance, he is somewhat changed 
by his year’s.-residence in the tropics. He is 
considerably thinner in flesh, but in the course 
of a short talk remarked that he had never en- 
joyed better héalth than te has since taking 
up his residence in Coracas, 

‘‘But there is no place that I ever saw in 
which I would rather live than Atlanta,” he 
said. ‘I was truly glad to put my foot on her 
soil again, though not at all fromthe lack of 
pleasant and enjoyable surroundings at Ca- 
racas, 

‘*'Twelve months’ absence makes me suscep- 
tible to the wonderful changes that have taken 
place in Atlanta since I left. Go away and 
stay as I have and you'd be astonished at the 
growth the city will show when you return.’ 

Colonel Scruggs naturally talked some about 
his Venezuelan home. 

“‘Coracas,’’ he said, “is probably the finest 
city of its size in South America. Itis much 
move desirable to live in than Bogota, being 
only about six miles from the coast. While 
the climate is somewhat enervating, 
it is not so bad as one unacquainted 
with the facts might imagine The tem- 

erature on the average is about like 
it is here in Atlanta. From October to May 
it is no Warmer on the average than 65 degrees, 
and frequently a light overcoat is very com- 
fotable in the evening.. Coracas has about 
seventy-five thousand people, and they are the 
most energetic I have met with in any of the 
South Amerioan states. 

‘“‘The commerce of the place is very large, a 
heavy exporting trade in: coffee, sugar, hides 
and the like being carried on. As a sample 
of the magnitude of the coffee export from 
Venezuela, you can gain an idea when I tell 
you that there were 38,000 -bags of coffee on 
board the vessel im which I made my voyage 
to New York. 

“There is a direct line of steamers from 
Venezuela to New York, this* being the only 
one of the South American republic which 
has such commercial advantages. Then there 
are a number of railways constructed 
and in progress of construction. These 
with the telephones, telograph and other such 
evidences of progress, have for the most part 
been introduced there in the past ten years. 

‘We have a railway from Coracas to the 
eoast; and the frequency of excursions from 
the country during the cold months makes life 
there very enjoyabie.” 

Colonel Scruggs stopped over in Washington 
Saturday, on his way from New York. His 
vacation, Which expires in-September, will be 
spent large’y among his friends in Atlanta.

Blaine Versus Reed. 

Mr. Blaine’s rejoinder to Mr. Frye not 
only disposes of the arguments and sug- 
gestions made by the Maine senator in his 
reply to Mr. Blaine’s first letter, but’ dis- 
closes the fact that there are irreconcilable 
differences between those who agree with 
the secretary of state and those who have

The Idea Goes Marching On. 

The home rule idea has captured the 
country. 

Our protest against the force bill, and our 
suggested plan of campaign against it 
have been emphatically, endorsed by the 
masses north and south. 

The New York World, after question- 
ing the expediency of our methods, 
grandly proceeds to repeat the substance 
of our editorial against the bill in these 
words: . 


Senator Pasco’s suggestion that business men 
of the north should bring’ their influence to 
bear in opposition to the bill through their 
commercial organizations and otherwise is ex- 
céllent. Apart from all political and social and 
ethical objections to it the passage of this 
Lodge force bill would very seriously impair 
the business prosperity which has followed 
home rule and peace at the south. Wise fore- 
sight should prompt business men to do all 
they can to avert the danger... 

There need be no partisanship in such ac- 
tion. Republican business men care nothing 
for the bill. It representa no political princi- 
ple. It 18 a “party measure” only so far as a 
clique of politicians have managed to make it 
technically so for their own selfish purposes. 
Why should any business man hesitate to do 
what he can to prevent so great a wrong and 
blunder .under any mistaken notion of party 
obligation? 


This is encouraging. The World may 


quibble over words, but it is on our

Nebraska, like Minnesota, has refused to lend 
the endorsement of a republican state conven- 
tion to the fraud and force election bill.

The call for this legislation comes not from 
the south; its spirit was engendered in old 
Massachusetts. Though her representatives 
may clamor for it in congress, I still believe 
Massachusetts soldiers who fought so nobly 
against secession would as willingly today 
fight against this infamous bill should it 
become a law. 

Laws are of no avail if they do not express 
the will of the people who are to obey them. 

This law expresses the wil], not of the south, 
but of the northern Know-nothing element, 
who are as hated and detested today in Mas- 
sachusetts by the bedy of the people, as are 
the memories of Arnold and Cotton Mather. 
It remains for the south to take a firm and 
dignified stand. She must know that these 
troops are at the call and beck of the framers 
of the bill or those in whose interest it is 
drawn, 2nd likewise the clerks of the federal 
courts will appoint juries tocarry into effect 
the intent of the cabal who framed the bill. 

The south must know she may have this bill 
with her, and she must treat it as she has the 
other evils and other evidences of oppression, 
and she will hold the place she had such a 
struggie to attain asa solid part of the unity 
of the nation; whenshe will no more héar of 
discriminating legislation and attempts to 
place her outside the protection of the United 
States constitution.

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THERE WILL BE BUTLITTLE APPLE 
AND PEACH BRANDY MADE 
The Shortage in the Fruit Crop,Indieated 
by the Scarcity of Brandy Distillers—To 
Assess the Manufacturers of Stills. 


But little brandy will be distilled in Georgia 
this year. 

The reason is due to the shortage of ‘the fruit 
crop. 

The difference in the figures of the brandy 
department, as they accumulate on the books 
of the collector’s office this year, in comparison 
to those of future years, is interesting. 

Last year there were more than four hun- 
dred registered brandy distilleries in the state. 
Each of these turned out from twenty-five to 
two thousand gallons of brandy during the 
season. 

This year the list of registered ‘distillers has 
not reached twenty in all, and will not be 
more than seventy-five before the season 
closes. 

There is some difference in the number of 
apple brandy distillers as compared with that 
class who manufacture peach brandy ex- 
clusively. There will be about thirty apple 
brandy distilleries registered in Georgia this 
year, provided no disaster befalls the crop. 

THE CROP I8 SLIM. 

The remarkable decrease in the number of 
brandy distilleries serves to indicate in no un- 
certain proportions the shortage that will re- 
sult in the fruit crop for the year. 

‘It is always a good way to judge of the fruit 
crop in Georgia by noting the number of dis- 
tilleries that are registered,”’ said 
Mr. Jeff Dunwoody, assistant collector of in- 
ternal revenues, yesterday. 

“There will be no fruit this year,’’ he con- 
tinued, after glancing again at the figures 
numbering the list of brandy distilleries in 
Georgia. 

‘Which crop seems to be more promising, 
the apple or the peach ?”’ 

‘There will be more apples than peaches by 
a good measure. The cold weather early in 
the spring did not injure the apple trees, it 
seems, so materially as it did the peach or- 
chards. 

“Of course the apple crop is short too, but 
not so notably so asthe yield of peaches. There 
will be more apple brandy distilledin the state 
this year than I had at first expected. 
Especially in the northern part of the state is 
the crop more promising, while the yield in 
the southern districts appears to have been cut 
entirely off, the trees down there having 
been much further advanced when the 
cold weather came than those in the moun- 
tain counties of the state. 

“Griffin is the headquarters for peaches in 
this state, and the former distillers who visit 
this office from that part of the state say the 
crop amounts to nothing, much.”’ 

BRANDY IS COSTLY. 

‘*Will this shortage in the manufacture of 
brandy have any effect on the price of the ar- 
ticle.”’ 

‘“‘Already the price of brandy has gone up 
in this state. Last year the wholesale price of 
Georgia brandy was only $1.50, while this year 
it has gone to $0.00 and $2.25. It will even 
be higher than this before next season is 
over.’ 

‘‘How about the grape brandy distilleries ?’ 

‘There are only three or four in Georgia, 
and they aréin the southern portion of the 
state. Their products don’t amount to much 
in quantity, but it has always been considered 
very fine brandy. It sellsfor $6 per gallon, 
retail. The grape brandy is chietliy made 
from scuppernongs, and by what I can learn, 
there will be.nearly as much manufactured as 
usual,”’ 

The Illicit Distillers. 5 

Colonel Chapman’s force of revenue’ officers 
have been making it warm for the illicit dis- 
tillers of Henry county, for the past. fen. days. 

Davis King, one of the men brought from 
that county last week, ona charge of running 
an illicit distillery, appeared be- 
fore Commissioner Haight yesterday, but 
his case was postponed, owing to the absence 
of the government's witnesses. 

Two negroes were arrested in the same 
vicinity under similar charges, and one of 
them has been placed in jail to await trial at 
the next term of the United States court. 

The other, named Jim Miller, was taken 
back to Henry county asa guide to conduct 
the officers to the other illicit § dis- 
tilleries, and proved of “much §assist- 
ance until last Saturday, when he 
was sent by the officers to look up a man upon 
whom suspicion rested as the owner of an 
illicit distillery. 

Miller saw his chance and ran away, escap- 
ing the trial for his own crime. The officers 
are in search of him. ? 

WHERE DO THEY COME FROM? 

There is a great question now before the gov- 
err ment. 

Where are the 8,000 stills operated in the 
United States since 1877 manufactured ? 

‘‘All manufacturers of stills are required to 
pay a professional tax of $50, and must pay an 
assessment of $20 upon each still manu- 
factured,’”’ said Colonel Chapman, revenue 
agent, yesterday. 

“Now, it is singular,’’ he continued, ‘that 
out of the 8,625 stills that have been operated 
in the United States since 1877, only 2,135 
have been registered by the payment of the 
legitimate tax. 

‘*Here in Georgia more than two thousand 
stills have been captured since 1877, and yet 
only 114 have been reported as manufactured 
in this state. This has awakened the atten- 
tion of the government, and an effort will be 
made tofind out where the stills come from 
that are so abundant in the country.

A FISH FAMINE, 


Stormy Weather and Lack of Ice Cause a 
Dearth in Atlanta Markets. 

There is a fish faminein Atlanta. 

There were nosnappers or mullet in the 
market yesterday. and the restaurant men 
were very much ata loss to supply their cus- 
tomers. 

A few blue fish, salmon and perch make up 
the sum total of the supply in the city markets. 

Mr. T. B. Wells, representing E. E. Saun- 
ders & Co., of Pensacola, one of the largest 
dealers in that city, was here yesterday,’ and 
in talking with Mr. R. K. Redus, one of his 
Atlanta customers, he said that the stormy 
weather on the gulf coast, coupled with the 
lack of ice, were responsible for the scarcity of 
fish in the markets. 

He said that their smacks would go out and 
occasionally make a good haul, but before they 
could get into port the fish would spoil, and would 
have to be dumped on the beach, because of the 
lack of ice to preserve them. 

Just how long this deplorable state of affairs 
will exist it is difficult to tell, but. as the squally 
weather is still prevalent on the gulf. itis doubt- 
ful if the dealers will be abie to supply themsalves 
for sume time. Then it is almost impossible to the 
obtain an adequate supply of ice, which adds to 
perplexities of the dilemma in which dealers and 
shippers are placed.

THE ACCIDENT COLUMNS IH THE 
NORTHERN RAILROAD GAZETTES. 


A Reallroad Church in Europe—The 
Progress of the Work on Several 
Georgia Roads. 


The railroad commission meet Thursday, 
and are expected then to render their decision 
on the Terminal case and also on the ques- 
tion of percentages. 

Both are very important and of general 
interest to railroad people. 

They decide in the Terminal case whether 
the Richmond and Danville, Georgia Pacific, 
East Tennessee and Central shall be treated 
as parts of one system in applying freight 
rates. 

The other case involves the adoption of a 
new standard tariff, and the refixing and per- 
haps general reduction of the percentages 
allowed. 

Railroad Accident Statistics. 

A very interesting column in northern rail- 
road papers is devoted to accident statistics. 

* Accidents will happen, but the fiugers are 
valuable nevertheless, and peculiarly sugges- 
tive to railroad people. 

The record of The Railroad Gazette, for 
June accidents, includes 64 collisions, 
67 derailments and six other acci- 
dents, a total of 137 accidents,in which 58 
persons were killed and 253 injured. 

In a majority of cases the official investiga- 
tion leaves ‘‘cause unexplained.”’ Of all ac- 
cidents, 32 per cent happened to passenger 
trains and 68 per cent to freights. Of the 58 
people killed, 41 were employes, 14 passengers, 
and 2 “‘others.”” Fifty-five people were killed 
by defects in the road, 31 by defects in equip- 
ment, 147 by negligence in operating, 9 by un- 
forseen obstructions and maliciousness, 64 by 
unexplained causes. 

Thirty-two accidents caused the death of one 
or more persons each, and 44 caused injury 
but not death, leaving 61 (45 per cent of the 
whole) which caused no personal idjury worthy 
of record, 

A Church on Wheels.

W ool folk’s sentence. 
The petition will probably go before Justice 


L. QU, Lamar. 

If he should decide that there were grounds 
for appeal to the supreme court of the land, 
that would, of course, hold up the sentence of 
the state court for a considérable time—per- 


haps three or four years. 

But this action by Justice Lamar is not at 
$)1 anticipated by anybody in position to judge 
vf the merits of the case. 

At the next term of Houston superior court 
it will be in order to resentence the defendant, 
and unless the United States supreme court, 
the governor, insanity or death should inter- 
fere, his hanging will probably occur at an 
early date. 

Justice Simmons, who, in February of last 
vear, handed down the decision which granted 
the defendant a new trial, again delivered the 
opinion of the court. The opinion covers up- 
tard of Gighty prmted pages. The court's 
syllabus of the points decided will be found 
below : 

THE. EVIDENCK. 

The evidence is dealt with in very few 
words. After stating that the court had care- 
fully gome over the eleven hundred printed 
pages of testimony sent up from the court 
below, the decision says: ‘Two juries having 
found the defendant guilty, and the judge 
who presided in the court below being satisiic 
with their tinding, and there being sufficient 
evidence to uphold the verdict, this court does 

“not feel authorized to disturb it.” 

There is no discussion of the evidence, and 
no conviction expressed as to the defendant's 
guilt, the effort ef the opinion being rather to 
show that he was tried according to law. 

There Were numerous questions of law 
raised by the defendant’s counsel, some of 
which are diseussed at considerable length. 
The 

MAIN POINT OF ATTACK 
@was the manner in which the jurors were 
drawn, empanelled and selected, and on this 
‘line a number of objections were made. The 
“defendant not only contended that. the trial 
judge did not comply with the statutes on 
this subject, but assailed the statutes them- 
Selves as uncorfstitutional. He contended 
that they are repugnant both to the constitu- 
tion of this state and that of the United 
States. 
It is thought that the ground relied upon.to 
give the United States sapreme court jurisdic- 
( tiorr will be that these statutes impair the con- 
stitational right of the defendant to be tried by 
‘an inppartial jury. Justice Simmons, after 
holding that the statutes are constitutional 
and that they were sufticiently complied 
with; states in substance, that he is inclined to 
fhe view that where itdoes not appear 
that the defendant did not have a 
fair trial by an impartial jury, irregularities, if 
any, in the drawing, summoning and empan- 
eliing of jurors not plainly operating to the de- 
feudant’s prejudice, are not sutticient ground 
for setting aside the verdict. 
WOOLFOLK’S PRAYER. 

One of the points made by the defendent, it 

seeins, had never before arisen in the courts of 


this country or of England. 

Birdsong, the jailer, swore that he had over- 
heard the defendant while alone in his cell 
say: ‘‘Lord, have mercy upon me for what I 
have done; the only thing I regret is killing 
my father.’’ . 

The main objection urged tothe admission 
of this testimony Was, that it is against the 
rep of the law that the prayer of a person to 

iis God shall be given in evidence against 

him, _}t seems, however, that the counsel was 
unable to produce any kaw or any decided case 
to this effect, and the supreme ceurt rules 
agaist him, citing a number of cases which, 
according to its. view, involve the principle, 
although not the exact question. 

On the trial in the superior court, Woolfolk’s 
counsel worked hard to bring before the jury 
the tlreory that one or More negroes in the 
neighborhood ha@ committed the crime. The 
sayings and actions of different persons, before 
and after the kflling; tending to cast suspicion 
on them, were offered in evidence, but most of 
this testimony was excluded as inadmissible 
ulider the rules of evidence, and the supreme 
court sustains the rulings of the court below. 

After the delivery of decision, the supreme 
court took a recess until the 30th of September, 
and in the meantime other decisions will be 
prepared, to be delivered on that date. 


APPEAL TO BXECUTIVE CLEMENCY.

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HOW HE RECEIVED THE NEWS. 


Woolfolk Listens to thé News With Charac- 
teristic Stolidity. 

MACON, Ga., July 28.—[Special.]}—At this 
writing Tom Woolfolk, the twice convicted 
murderer, the noted criminal and the doomed 
prisoner, lies laziiy reclining on his cell cot. 

He is dressed in an inexpensive suit of under- 
clothes, a white shirt, a pair of black trousers 
of ordinary material, and a pair of cheap 
carpet slippers. He presents quite a different 
appearance from whathe did When seen by 
THE Constitution yesterday. He was then 
in one of the ordinary cells in the main hall of 
the jail. Atleast, this was the cell in which 
he was confined at night, but the pris- 
oner wis at the ‘time walking about 
in the large iron cage into which the cell 
opens. Today, however, he o¢cupiés the most 
substantial cell in the bnildihg. This cell is 
situated directly over Jailor Birdsong’s sleep- 
ing apartment. It is the cell in which 
Woolfolk was put when first 
committéd to jail. It is also the cell 
from which he at one time made an almost 
successful attempt to escape. The reason for 
this change of cells, as is well known, is the 
refusal of the supreme court to allow the 
noted criminal a new trial. The prisoner 


has alsoundergone a change of clothing and 
is now attired in the suit above described. 
THE CONSTITUTION TELLS WOOLFOLK. 

At just 1:20 o’clock today the news was Car- 
ried to Woolfotk by THE CONSTITUTION. 

He was bathing at the time in a tub which 
had been placed for him in the iron cage. 

‘‘Tom,’’ said Nat Birdsong, “‘they refused to 
give you a new trial.’ 

“Ts that so? Well, I guess it’s 
all right. I thought they would 
have given me one, but Cotorel Rutherford is 
hore yet. I don’t believe I will ever hang,”’ 
and the prisoner's face never quivered, not a 
muscle moved: He contipned. bathing and 
the jailor at, once. began .. a __ search 
through his clothing. Presently “Woolfolk 
finished bathing, and still undressed leaned 
against the side of his cell where is hangin 
his coat. He seemed wholly unconcernedkan 
appeared to be only —- till the search was 
finished. When Jailor Birdsong began to 
search his coat he stepped slightly to oneside. 

The jailor, after searching the Coat Whety 
pened to notice that both sleeves were slight y 
rolled up. Long dealings with Woolfolk led 
him to suspect something, and he turned them 
back. The first sleeve was turned and then 
the other, when suddenly 

A KNIFE FALLS TO THE FLOOR. 

Picking it up Nat Birdsong said: 

“Oh, Tom!’’ 

Woolfolk made no reply to the jailor’s little 
reproof and his face gave no evidence of any 
knowledge that the knife was there. Wool- 
folk was carried down stairs into the 
office, where he was made to don’ the 
new clothes bought for him. 

After cleaning himself, he was led to his 
new cell, which had been made ready for his 
reception. : 

THE DEATH WATCH. 

The most serious thing with which Wool- 
folk has been brought in contact in 
sometime, was the putting on of the 
death watch at 2 o’clock today. The county 
commissioners had ordered that he be guarded 
day and night if the decision of the supreme 
court was unfavorable, and the guards went on 
duty as soon as told the result of the eourt’s 
action. 

They are Messrs. W. H. Hodnett and 
Charlie Johnson, -both brave and tried men. 

They have instructions to refuse admittance 
to all visitors, and newspaper men especially 
will not be allowed to see him. 

Nat Birdsong has for three years been the 
custodian of one of the most noted 
criminals of the age and, despite the 
numerous.attempts at eseape, he hag by ex- 
treme watehfulness defeated them all, | 

He does not now propd’e to have all his 
werkcemeto naught, but he is going to ex- 
ercise extraordinary caution from now until 
the dato he is hung. 

To ‘Cur Constirutr0n he said: “I tell you 
I’ve had a‘hard time keeping Tom all this 
time, but I’ve done it, and 1 ain’t going to let 
him get away with me now, if it is possible to 
prevent it.” 

At 2 o’clock today Woolfolk ate a hearty 
dinner, and the action of thé supreme court 
seemed ‘to be farthest his mind. 

The people here hardly dare hope that this 
will be the endof it. , @re generally in- 
clined to side with Woolfolk.in the opinion 
that ‘“‘Cplonel Rutherford is hete yet.’’ Col-

The result was a cut to fifteen cents for a 
single trip, thirty cents for two persons; or 
twenty-five cents an- hour, hack or coupe. 

This was a little more than the others cared 
to undertake, and Menko retaliated by 
announcing that he would still have passengers 
at the same rates as he published Saturday, but 
would carry trunks at ten cents from West 

tnd or any part of the city, where the passen- 
ger accompanied the trunk. 

There was.no.cut made in rates for hauling 
trunks and baggage by the Ballard Transfer 
Company; and the matter rests as above 
stated between the two lines, Herren’s line 
taking no active partin yesterday’s transac- 
tions. 

All day yesterday competition was very 
keen, and it will projably remain so until 
somebody weakens, 

Meanwhile the independent negro 
hackmeén repose on the front 
seats of their dollar-an-hour hacks and calmly 
await the result of the conflict. 

Their Jictenses “aré ‘regulated by the vity 
council and they are allowed so much an hour 
in the day time with increased rates for night 
driving.

America, such as teas, wines and liquors,” | 
The patriots in Bosten were ‘p urtieutariy active 
and the spirit that animated them resuited in the 
famous “Boston tea party.”

watched its operation and had noted its failures, 
which were few, and its successes, which were 
many. He has aiso told me many times that from 
his experiences in these days were derived his 
suggestions to the Lrish peeple, In August, 1880, 
being at the village of Deenanc, in Connemara, 
Ireland. Mr. Redpath was called upon for a 
speech. “{saw before me,’ he says, a roadside 
fuil of bare-footed women and frieze-coated 
men. I knew that there was & fierce spirit 
brooding among them, — and. that _if some 
bloodless, but pitiless, policy was not advocated, 
there would soon be killing of landlords.and land 
agents all over the west. I, therefore, made up 
mv mind to advocate a thorough system of social 
ostr:cism—I called it then social excommunica- 
tion—for the protection of the tenants whom 
American charity had kept alive since the preced 

ing autumn.” This was the first time that this 
policy was recommended to the Irish as a political 

PapPORn. ; 
WwW hile the thing was thus first suggested in 
Ircland by Mr. Redpath, the name was invented 
by the Rey. John O'Malley, a Roman Catholic 
priest in the parish where og Boycott had 
made his name infamous. Mr. Redpath, in his 
“Talks about Ireland,’ gives the following ac- 
count of its invention: “I was dining ‘with 
Father John Q’Malley (he says) and he asked me 
why I was not eating. ‘I am bothered abouta 
word,’ I said. ‘What is it?’ asked Father John. 
‘Well,’ said I, ‘when the oot ostracise a 
land grabber, we call it social excommuni- 
cation, but we ought to have an entirely 
different word to signify ostracism — 
to a landlord or landagent like Boycott. Ostra- 
cism won't do; the peasantry would not know the 
meaning of the word—and I can't think of any- 
thing.’ ‘No,’ sad Father Jebn, ‘ostracisin 
wouldn't do.’ He looked down, tapped his big 
forehead and said, ‘How would it do to call it. boy- 
cott him?’ Then | was delighted and said, ‘Tell your 

ople to call it boycotting, 80 that when the 
reporters come down from yublin and London, 
they will bear the werd; useit yourself im the 
Castlebar Telegraph. I’m going to Dublin and 
will ask the young orators ef the land_ league to 

ive it that name and between us we will make it 

amous.’ Father John and I kept our compact. 
He was the first man who uttered the word 
and I was the first one who wrote it. But Father 
John is entitled to more creditthan is derived 
from the mere christening of the policy. * * * 
By his firmness and popularity he held the front 
until Captain Boycott quietly sneaked out of the 
parish ; and this surrender inspired the people all 
over the west of Ireland wi h a faith in the polfcy 
of boycotting that they never had before and 
might otherwise never have had. 

In the travels of the boycott we see how Amer- 
ica lends examples of how to gain freedom or self- 
protection to the down-trodden po of other 
mations. We lent tire policy to freland and she 
returned it to us with a name. And today millions 
of oppressed workers are using it, aS Our fore- 
fathers did more than a century ago, a8 a means 
to gain freedom and resent oppression.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 28.—The stock market, on 
the whole, displayed little more animation than 
an average last week, but the bears seemed to 
have acquired the courage to attack the list from 
the dullness long continued and lower prices in 
London, coupled with disturbances in the Argen- 
tine Republic. Prices, consequently, are gener- 
ally slightly lower than at the close last week. 
Lonaon was a seller to alimited extent, owing to 
the fortnightly settlements, but London is not 
now either a buyer or seller of American stocks to 
any amount, and speculation for the present in 
American stocks there seems to be in the same 
condition that our market is here. Lower London 
figures and the slight pressure of foreign stocks 
for sale led to a trial of the market by the bears 
and that is all there is in today’s stock market. 
As usual, Sugar Refineries attracted most atten- 
tion, both for its activity and weakness, the only 
stocks of the regular list showing any animation 
or tendency to follow being Atchison and Union 
Pacific, and in neither did the fluctuations amount 
to as much as one per cent. Lackawanna also 
came in for some of the pressure late in the day, 
the theory being thatit is no longer supported 
and must yield readily tothe pressure of short 
sales. Among all but professional operators, 
there is not the slightest disposition to trade, 
either on one side or the other, and, in dullness, 
as usual, the short side is more inviting to trad- 
ers.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 28—Wheat—A large business 
was done, and the feeling was unsettled. More or 
lessexcitement existed, especially during the early 
part of the session. Prices were higher, but the 
full advance was not sustained. The opening was 
14 @2c higher than Saturday’s closing figures, but 
the advance brought out free speculative offerings, 
under which values declined 1\4c, then fluctuated 
and closed about 14@1\c higher than Saturday. 
The advance was attributed to about the same in- 
fluences which have affected the market of late. 
Advices from the northwest note very hot weather 
and further damage to the crop. At pots in 
northern Dakota the thermometer was 105 and 110. 

Corn—There was an immense trade, which was 
exceedingly wild, unsettled and very irregular, 
price changes being sharp and frequent, covering 
1¥@2ec range. The feeling prevailing was much 
stronger, and a quick advance was scored early in 
the day, buta sharp break followed, the market 
ruling easier, but closed firm. The early strength 
was due to bad crop advices, The buying in of 
short corn when the failure of a local house was 
announced also tended to bvom the market. There 
was free realizing on the advance, large quantities 
of long property coming out, and prices receded 
2c from outside figures. 

Oats were active, and during the first part of the 
session considerable excitement prevailed, due to 
the announcement of a prominent trader that he 
wished his trades closed out. This made operators 
wild to buy, and the first sales were %@1%<c over 
Saturday’s close. September and May were the 
mostexcited, and showed the greatest irregularity, 
sales for Septembe: being lc apart at about the 
same time. July and August, while not traded in 
very heavily, sympathized with the other deliveries 
and advanced 1c for July and 2\ for August. 

Mess pork—Trading was fairly active. Prices 
advanced 50@76c early, but settled back 40@50c 
and closed steady. 

Lard—Trading very active. The opening sales 
were made at 1244,@15c advance, but later prices 
receded 5@7\%c and closed comparatively steady.
